OF HISTORY

DIOCLETIAN AND HIS 
BATHS. 


That the ancient Roman*, or 
seme of them at least, kept 
their bodle* dean Is proved by 
the ruins of very extensive 
baths found at 
Rome. 
The 
Baths of Diocletian, for In­ 
stance, the ruins of which are 
In evidence today, covered an 
area about cne mile In circum­ 
ference, and there are others. 
It Is said that when the Baths 
cf Diocletian were In full oper­ 
ation they must have accommo­ 
dated not less than three thou­ 
sand bather* at a time. 
With 
•erne of the emperors bathing 
seems to have been a sort of 
f«d, as they expended vast 
sums In the erection of bath 
houses and bathing apparatus. 
Diocletian, however, doe* not 
depend entirely on the baths 
for his place In h'Story. He be­ 
came empe»*or in 284, A. D.. and 
abdicated in 305. 
Two years 
before his abdication he became 
very 
active 
In 
persecuting 
Christians, so much so that In 
the annals of martyrdom hla 
reign Is alluded to as "the Dio­ 
cletian Era." It Is caid that the 
Diocletian baths were built by 
Christians. 40,000 of them be­ 
ing compo'led to do the work.
